Prince of Wales Pleads tor Peace 
In Radio Address Heard in U.S. 


LONDON. Oct. 30.—()—A plea to*its readiness to help in the building

“ernsade for world peace” was made 
tonight by the Prince of Wales in a 
transoceanic radio address before dele- 
cates to the British imperial confer- 
ence. 

The prince pointed to the unguard- 
ed frontier between the United States 
and Canada as an example of what 


good feeling could do in the relations 
between nations. He called upon peo-

The entire populace slept in the 
open air outside the town limits, leay- 
ing the streets and ruined homes prac- 
tically deserted. A ring of sentinels 
stretched all the way around the out- 
skirts to prevent looters from entering 
and pillaging.

bridge, was’ president; Dr. Stockbridgé 
completed his scientific training at 
Cottingen University in Germany, 
from which he received the degree of 
Ph. D. in 1882. 


Following a short tenure as an ag- 
ricultural chemist under the late Dr. 
Wiley, chief chemist of the United 
States department of. agriculture, he 
was sent from Washington by special 
assignment to Sapporro, Japan, as an 
attache of the Japanese government, 
where he remained four years. Con- 
tinuously thereafter, both at home and 
abroad, he was a recognized authority 
on scientific agricultural lines. 


Many years ago Dr.. Stockbridge 
cast his lot in Georgia operating suc- 
cessfully a plantation in Sumter coun- 
ty. He was born in Hadley, Mass., 
May 19, 1857, and all his ancestors 
for 10 generations were reared in that 
oll New England community. 

Dr. Stockbridge is survived by his 
widow, who was Miss Belle Lamar,

with each state publication gave a 
paragraph to the act of the Georgia 
legislature which established the “mu- 
nicipality of Atlanta” and the “mu 
nicipality of Macon,” but the borough 
population of each of the cities was 
used in comparison with other cities 
in the state. 

Atlanta’s final population was giv- 
en as 270,566, The population of 
Macon, fourth city, was as 53, 
820. The populations of Atlanta ani 
Macon, given in footnotes as munici- 
palities, were 360,691 and 64,045, re 
spectively. 

The bureau noted the state, 
present population of 2,008,506, had 
shown a 0.4 per cent increase over 
1920, the smallest decennial increase 
the state had ever shown. 

Even during the decade of the Civil 
War, the bureau commented, the rate 
of increase was 12 per cent. All the 
increase wos sail to be in or near 
urban centers, Atlanta, the largest 
city, increasing by 34.8 per cent “in 
the city proper.”

One schocl, led by a millionaire publicist, says times are hard because 
| we have too much of everything. That is both untrue and absurd, There 
_is no surplus of wheat while thousands of families have less bread than 
they desire—no surplus of cars while thousands long for them in: vain. 
| » Manufacturers and merchants had large stocks when the crash came, 
‘but so they had a year before when nothing happened. And everybody 
!of sound sense knows these stocks would have been absorbed if nothing 
| had happened to frighten the public. 

A second school uses the theory of “business cycles” to make a simi- 
| lar explanation. The argument is that people in good times, being hope- 
ful, spend all they make and exhaust their credit to buy goods and thus 
| encourage manufacturers to increase production and raise prices. 
|} they can buy no more, or high prices discourage buying, business stops, 
| factories close, idle men are unable to buy, and great industrial com- 
| panies, unable to pay dividends to shareholders, helplessly mark time 
| while the price of their shares tumbles to the bottom.

|'and consequent inability to make a profit that caused the price of stocks

Charles H. Herty, of New York, for- 
mer president of the American Chem- 
ical Society, who Wednesday revealed 
his discovery to a number of Atlanta 
bankers, business and professional 
men at a forum luncheon at the Cham- 
ber of Commerce. 

This organization of financiers, said 
Dr. Herty, should be given the power 
to pass on industries that wish to lo- 
cate in Georgia and render financial 
assistance if the propositions were 
meritorious. 

Dr. Herty said the need for such 
an organization was evident from fig- 
ures he had recently obtained. 

“Georgia during 1929,” Dr. Herty 
said, “fell far below her immediate 
sister states with the exception of 
South Carolina, in the bringing in and 
guy aad of new home-owned indus- 
ries. / \ 
“Alabama had 152 new industries 
last year, North Carolina 133, Ten- 
nessee 96, Georgia 67 and South Caro- 
lina 21. 

“Georgia did better, however, in the 
number of ranch manufacturing 
plants, coming next to Alabama with 
27. Alabama brought in 43. 

“Of course we want all of these 
branch plants it is possible to secure 
but we must remember that their 
profits go elsewhere and we need more 
home-owned industries that keep the 
| money in Georgia.” 

Dr. Herty said the proposed organi- 
zation of financiers should first seek 
to develop Georgia's capital and aid 
with their own funds any proposition 
of merit.
